10. Refuse to amalgamate the railway sys- 
tems under private ownership; and “Does not 
believe that it would be to the public advantage 
to sell the National Railways to any group of 
international financiers at this time or at the 
valuation of today.”

But it never 
succeeded, and he died still dreaming about the 
horrors of Devil's Island. The most fitting 
memorial to him would be an order abolishing 
the penal colony; and the one he would most 
appreciate. The French nation, than whom 
there is no more intelligent or kindly people on 
earth, should be able to find some way of 
dealing with cz:iminals more in keeping with 
reason and humane impulse than sending them 
to life-long torment.

The death of Dr. Oliver of Saskatoon means 
a good deal more than the disappearance of a 
former head of one of the great religious 
denominations. He was a Canadian of a 
particularly fine type, a type fortunately found 
in every denomination and outside all of them; 
whose going is a national loss. The work he did 
on behalf of the drought-stricken people of 
Saskatchewan, and the way he told the story 
of their sufferings and needs to the people 
of the rest of the Dominion, will not be 
forgotten.

We can't complain of not having enough rain 
this summer. Even the Central States where 
rivers vanished last year and stock died on 
withered pasture land are this year getting rain 
by hatsful. 


A lucky collision of air currents over Canada 
has made all the difference 
between this year and last. 
The polar air current and the 
tropical air current met this 
year much farther south than 
they did last year. When they 
meet they spill rain in tor- 
rents. 

Why they meet in differ- 
ent places each year isn't 
known. Climates in both 
hemispheres and both north

Farmers in the central States which suffered 
most in the drought of last year from dust- 
storms that blew away the top soil, will find 
small comfort in reading reports that preceding 
agricultural settlement.

Dr. F. 8S. Sinnatt, director of fuel research 
announced that from one ton of coal, they pro- 
duce 18 gallons of motor spirit within one hour

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Wholesome Desserts For 


Summer 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many people who realize that rich desserts 
are not the best thing for them, avoid all 
desserts, but they would not have to do this if 
they learn to use healthful desserts. Here are 
some of the desserts which I recommend. 


I consider ice cream wholesome and during 
the summer it is a good plan 
to use ice cream, flavored 
with berries, as the entire 
meal for luncheon. Stewed 
or canned fruits make excel- 
lent desserts and fruit whips 
are also delicious and health- 
ful. Custards may be served 
as dessert or made the protein 
part of the meal. Sherberts 
or ices are agreeable desserts, 
consisting mainly of frozen 
fruit juices. Gelatin desserts 
are among the most pleasing and healthful of 
all desserts and are favorites of children. Serve 
with whipped cream if desired. I will now give 
you some recipes to follow in preparing recom- 
mended summer desserts. 

BERRY ICE CREAM: Measure into a dish 
half the contents of an envelope of unflavored 
gelatin and add to it enough cold water to 
soften. Crush the desired amour of any kind 
of berries and mix thoroughly with one half 
pint of cream. Into another bow! put one pint 
of whole milk in which has been thoroughly 
mixed about one-half cupful of honey and add 
to the berries. Next, add the gelatin which 
has been dissolved over hot water. Stir all to- 
gether and pour into freezer and freeze to the 
desired consistency. The amount make one 
quart, depending upon the quantity of berries 
used. The amount of honey will vary, in pro- 
portion to the type of berries preferred. When 
made with strawberries, the ice cream is de- 
licious and satisfying on a warm day. 

FRUIT WHIPS: Mince the cooked or raw 
fruit and fold into the whites of well-beaten 
eggs. It is not necessary to add sugar. Apple 
whip may be made by mincing or grating the 
raw fruit and adding to the egg white. Peaches 
may be used, in the same way. Prunes, figs or 
pineapple are delicious in fruit whips. If you 
wish, place the whip in the oven until delicately 
browned on top. 

BAKED PEACHES: Peel and halve the de- 
sired number of large, ripe peaches. If the 
fresh peaches are not ripe enough, or are out 
of season, use the canned ones. Into each peach, 
heap one-half teaspoonful or more of ground, 
seedless raisins and bake for almost 20 minutes 
in a tightly covered pan. Serve hot or cold 
with cream. 


PEACHES A LA MODE: Place halves of 
peaches, center side up in the oven, until baked 
through, then heap beaten egg white over the 
top and brown. Let cool and when ready to 
serve, indent centre of meringe with 1 table 
spoonful of ice cream.

FROZEN CANNED PINEAPPLE: Do not | 


open the can of pineapple, but remove the label, 
placing the entire can in a bucket and entirely 
surrounding it with a mixture of chopped ice 
and ice cream salt. This will freeze in about 
half an hour after which the can may be open- 
ed, the frozen pineapple sliced and served. 
Or, if you have an electrical refrigerator, you 
can place the can of pineapple in the freezing 
compartment until frozen.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1870 the Prov- 
ince of Manitoba was created and 
admitted to the Dominion of Can- 
ada, but its official inception did 
not take place until September 2, 
when the first lieutenant gover- 
nor, Adams G. Archibald, arrived 
and took up residence at Fort 
Garry, which remained govern- 
ment house until 1881. But the 
real birthday of Winnipeg was on 
Tuesday, August 23, when Garnet 
Wolseley and his Red River ex- 
Pedition arrived and Riel fled. 

Winnipeg was a “model place” 
in its early days. Alexander Begg 
tells us that “The wild children 
of the prairie, who, during the 
summer and autumn were in the 
habit of visiting Fort Garry to 
exchange their furs for goods, 
were wont to make their pres- 
ence known, for with drinking, 
gambling, fighting, dancing. 
laughing, talking, swearing, horse 
racing, trading and singing they 
made a perfect babel of the place, 
but, strange to say, with all the 
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wildness we never heard of a | 


case of murder happening among 
them.”

.... and the Farmers! 


Measures to Promote Adequate Payments to Grain Producers 
Consistently Supported and Advocated by the 
Grain Trade 


The opposition of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange and of prominent grain traders to 
the Canadian Grain Board Bill, in the form in which it was originally introduced in 
parliament and sent to a Special Committee, has been made the pretext for representing 
the Grain Trade as being antagonistic to the interests of the producers 


The provisions in the original Bill for compulsory marketing of grain by a Canadian 
Grain board, combined with the system of initial payments and participation certificates 
(that is, for a compulsory grain pool) and for the virtual confiscation of the property and 
machinery of the grain trade to the use of the Board, were opposed by the representatives 
of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange and the trade. But the President of the Exchange and 
all other members of the Grain Trade who gave evidence before the Special Committee 
specifically advocated measures to. secure reasonable payments to producers, whatever 
might be the level of international grain prices. It should be emphasized that the Grain 
Trade representatives were the first witnesses to appear before the Committee. 


In his evidence before the Committee on June 20th, Roy W. Milner, 
president of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange, in an official statement, 
said: 


“As the agents of the producers in the 
merchandising of their 


‘toring, transportation and 
grain the interest of grain traders, indeed their 
very existence, depends upon the maintenance of the farmers in as sound 
and prosperous a condition as can be attained 


“The members of the Exchange are vitally concerned to secure for 
grain growers the largest possible return for their crops, to develop and 
maintain the widest and most remunerative markets for their grain and 
grain products, to keep the costs of handling and merchandising within 


the most reasonable limits and to assist by the provision of the most 


efficient and economical machinery for 


competition offered by other 


these purposes in meeting the 
grain producting countries.” 


“The Winnipeg Grain Exchange realizes the gravity of the present 
situation but feels that the sooner a policy is adopted of selling our grain 
crop in the open market at prices that will find purchasers in the markets 
of the world in competition with the grain of other countries the sooner 
will the present difficulties disappear. In the meantime it may be neces- 
sary to subsidize the producers either by some system of price support 
or by other means, and in that case the Winnipeg Grain Exchange will 
continue to co-operate with the Government,” 


In the course of examination by the Chairman and members of the Committee, 
Mr. Milner expressed himself as being in favor of subsidizing the producers if world 
wheat prices declined and of establishing a minimum price to be paid to growers. 


James A. Richardson, president of James Richardson & Sons, 
Limited, said in his evidence: 


“If our Government wants to give the farmers financial assistance 
under existing conditions (and I would certainly like to see them do it), 
then there are several ways that this can be done, I consider ijt is possible 
to assure our producer a guaranteed fixed price, but still to permit an 
open market, so that if our market declines below the fixed price the 
farmer would get a certificate from the elevator company entitling him 
to collect the difference between the fixed price and what his wheat 
actually realized. The farmer might, on the other hand, if thought advis- 
able be paid a direct subsidy. It is a government problem as to how this 
matter may best be met, but it must be accepted as a fact, that the foreign 
buyer will continue to buy wherever he can buy the most with his money, 
and that he will take full advantage of depreciated currencies in certain 
parts of the world, and it is quite futile to try and induce him to subsidize 
citizens of other countries.” 


“IT would rather like to see the farmer assured of a fixed minimum 
price, that would give him some protection against depreciated currencies 
of the southern hemisphere, and a board with authority to use stabilizing 
influences in the market if they thought it were necessary, and to feed 
out our surplus wheat as and when the market would take it, and to try 
to allow the trade the largest possible freedom, and to act as a stabilizing 
factor, as an insurance and safety factor; to operate largely in that way 


would depend, of course, a good deal on good judgment being employed.” 


The evidence of Sidney T. Smith, president, Reliance Grain Co 
Limited, was as follows: 


“It would, in my opinion, be a good idea to establish a fixed min- 
imum price and if wheat reached that figure and there were no other 
buyers the government agency should take the wheat offered, but would 
sell wheat at and if the international 
price were higher than the minimum price the Board would, of course, 
I do not suggest that this Board attempt 
to dispose of the accumulation of the past five or six years by dumping 
it on the market and thereby risk a chaotic break in prices, but I suggest 
that there be a stabilization policy through the open market and that this 
surplus wheat be fed into the market from time to time as conditions 
may permit.”

Robert McKee, General Manager, Canada Grain Export Company, 
Limited, representing the Vancouver Grain Exchange, said: 


“We recognize further that until private traders shall have been 
encoureged to resume active trading in wheat in forward positions ag 


was done prior to the government's participation in the market, some 
market support from time to time may be necessary to handle smoothly 
the large crop without unreasonable price declines.” 


Every representative of the Grain Tfade urged the giving of assistance to wheat 
producers if the international price level were disadvantageous to them, They were 
unanimous in expressing approval, if the Special Committee and Parliament saw fit te 
adopt them, of the proposals ultimately embodied in the Canadian Grain Board Act for 
the payment of a minimum price to farmers, the continuance in operation of the existing 
grain marketing machinery and the gradual liquidation of the Canadian wheat surplus. 
These proposals were accepted by Parliament largely on recommendation of the Grain 
Trade, the compulsory features originally proposed being withheld from operation until 
made effective by proclamation. 


No attempt to represent the Winnipeg Grain Exchange and its 
members as antagonistic to the producers’ interest can be successful 
in face of the adoption by Parliament of these measures and of the 
evidence given by the representatives of the Exchange and the Grain 
Trade, as quoted above from the official record.
